SAGRAMCNTO, 
March 
15. — Through 


frame clever lobbying in the senate the 
women of California all but acquired 
the right of suffrage today. A fortnight 
ago the assembly paaaed a bill confer- 
ring npon all women citizens the privi- 
lege ol voting. This bill wag defeated 
in the wniato by the insertion of an 
amendment which practically lulled it, 
bat notice of reconsideration was given. 
Thin afternoon, during the absence of 
•evor.il senators opposed to woman suf- 
frage the women had their bill called up 
and reconsidered. By a vote of 19 to 14 
the uenato receded from its amendment. 
Tho women wore jubilant, for they 
olaimed that Governor Build had prom- 
ised to approve the measure. 


The women were doomed to disap- 


pointment, however, for later in the day 
the opponents of tho bill rallied their 
.forces ami forced a reconsideration of 
the previous vote. By a vote of 20 to 15 
the senate then refused to recede from 
itn amendment. This kills tbe bill for 
all time. The women BiifTrnL'ista, though, 
have not labored in vain, for they huve 
secured the adoption of a concurrent 
resolution for tho submission of tho 
question to the people in tbe form of a 
constitutional amendment at tho next 
election. Html the bill defeated today, 
tocoine a law and been sustained by the 
coarte, though them was some doubt of 
ita constitutionality, tho women would 
have been permitted lo vote on the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment.

ADVANCE IN SILVER. 


It is Dae to the Speculative Buy- 


ing In London. 


NBW YOIIK, March 15.— One of the 


loading bullion brokers in this city, 
speaking of tho recent advance in silver, 
eaid today to the Associated Tress Wall 
Btrcet reporter that it was due to specu- 
ativo buying in London, which market 
governs the price of tho metal. The 
chief factor in tho rise was the expecta- 
tion that peace would be made between 
China and Japan, which would increase 
the duuuiml for silver independent of 
any wnr indemnity that might be called 
for, by opening up the Chinese trade to 
the world. 
Ko far as his information 


went the London banks with connec- 
tions east were iiot stocking up with 
silver. 
Notwithstanding that fact, he 


believed the white metal would reach a 
ligher level. The offerings of silver in 
this market are declared to be about up 
to tho average and ha said that tUero 
was no evidence that the smelters were 
holding back their products for a rise. 
The output of silver has decreased ma- 
terially within tbe past two years and 
that fact, he stated, mast betaken into 
consideration in basing any calculation 
as to tho present offerings of silver com- 
pared with those of a date previous to 
two years ago.

THE GOVERNMENT'S COMPLAINT 


FILED. 


Should tho Suit bo Successful it 


Would Wreck 
the 


University. 


SAX FHANCISCO, March 16, — Attorney 


L. K. MuKIsalck, tho special United 
States district attorney appointed by 
Attorney General plnoy to prosecute tho 
ROverninent'e cl'lc!x against the estate of 
tho late Leland Stanford, filed the gov- 
ernment's complaint in the United 
States circuit court hero today. The 
suit is for 115,237,000. The complaint 
covers twenty pages of typewritten copy. 
It rocitoa tho conditions unclor which 
the Central Pacific Railroad company 
was iormurl by Stanford, liuatington, 
Hopkins, Crocker aud others, und as- 
serts that at tho time when the debt of 
the Central Pacific company to tho gov- 
ernment was incurred these four men 
r/ora in control of all the capital stock 
of the com puny with tho exception of a 
few chares turned over to servants und 
employes of the corporation. 


Order the terms of the partnership 


between Stanford, Huntington, Hopkins 
and Crocker, it is stated that the estate 
of Stanford ia liable for its one-fourth 
share of tho government's claim against 
tho 
railroad, 
or 
$15,237,000. 
The 


c alms against liuntington aud tho Hop- 
kins and Crocker eatatoa arc not brought 
into tho present suit. In conclusion 
judgment against the estate in tho sum 
s ated is prayed for, and it ia demanded 
tlnvn Jane L. Stanford, the executor of 
the estate, bo ordered to oay tho same 
out of tho aaaota of tho estate in due 
course of administration nnd prior to all 
other claims. The Stanford estate, in- 
cluding the Stanford university prop- 
erty, was upprais&d at about $17,000,000. 
The successful prosecution of tho gov- 
ernment's suit would not only prac- 
tically wipe out the estate, but would 
wreck the university. 


Americans Set at Liberty. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.— Tho state 


department has 
received a dispatch 


from United States Minister Baker at 
Managua, Nicaragua, dated March 5th, 
relative to the cases of seven Americans 
who were held under arrest at Mati- 
gilpa, Nicaragua, since September last 
on a charge of lynching a native of Nica- 
ragua, who had confessed to having par- 
icipated in the murder of a German in 
he neighborhood. The minister reports 
.hat alter the seven men had been in 
ail some time, two of the parties, Dr. 
iilman and Fred Hoppe, confessed to 
niving committed the lynching alono 
and that the others knew nothing of the 
affair. 
Thereupon the five innocent 


men were released. Oilman and Hoppe 
vere held in jiiiland were tried for tho 
ynching last January. They were ac- 
quitted and the minister reports they 
were set at liberty. 


Confirmation of Naval Cadets. 


"WASnjN-crroN, March 15. — Secretary 


Herbert has decided he will recognize 
and confirm the nomination of naval 
cadets received by him from outgoing 
members of congress under the special 
provision contained in the naval appro- 
priation, in those cases that were hand- 
ed into tho department before noon on 
March 4th.

Fourteen Days in an Open Boat 


Without a Drop of Fresh 


Water.

Yeoman, which waa wrecked about a 
month ago, arrived here last night. 
)here were thirty-one persons on the 
feoman.

werp to Redondo. Clark was picked up 
>y the schooner Leeds. 


POIITLAND, Or., March 15.' — The fol- 


owing dispatch was 
received today 


rom Marsbfield, Or. : 


Daniel Clark and Thomas Moore, sup- 


losed to be the only survivors of a crew 
of thirty-one persona from the Biitish 
ihip Yeoman, arrived here last night 
iy the Bchooner Leeds. 


Tbe Yeoman went down on tho morn- 


ug of February 23d in latitude 34,)ongi- 
,ude 45 west. She was hound from 
Lntworp to Redondo. Clark related the 
letaila of the loss of the ship and crew 
and his escape as follows: 


"It 
waa my watch on deck. The 


weather was perfectly calm, but I feared 
a heavy eqiiall and began to shorten the 
ail. 1 had ordered sail taken in, but 
carcely had the sailors started to exo- 
uta my command when a sudden squall 
truck us and the waters became very 
ough. A heavy swell struck us, cttpsiz- 
ng the ship. I was forward nil the 
line and as the sea swept the deck I 
was carried with it overboard. A lull 
ollowed and tho ship righted. I got on, 
he ship again to find no one on deck. 
?he cook waa lying in the galley with 
lis head split open and hardly alive. I 
went down into the cabin and found 
Captain FeryiiBQii und tiie second mute 
wore drowned, I went aloft to try and 
proud canvass, but the ship was con- 
mually sinking. I then decided to 
.bandon her and cut loose a life boat 
rom the davits, got tho cook into it 
and just clear of the ship far enough to 
teop from being swamped by tho auc- 
ion when she wont down. 
"Wo wore fourteen days in the boat 


leforo the schoonur Leeds sighted us 
and picked ua up, during which time we 
offered more than language cnn ex- 
press. Wo had to faro all tho timo on 16 
oa biscuits, without a drop of fresh 
vater. We nto two biscuiU apiece each 
lay until they wero exhausted, und 
would drink salt water and throw It up 
again. This made our tongues Dwell up 
and our mouths and th routs get as raw 
as a beefsteak. When tho biscuits were 
exhausted wo became too faint to pull 
in oar or guide the boat, so we drifted 
o aud fro until picked up. Wo could 
iot speak our names, and our eyes were 
swollen shut. We were BO hungry that 
wo uto tho uppers off our shoos, also 
sucked the blood out of each other." 


Here Mr. OInrk exhibited his lea, 


vhich showed great red blotches, corti- 
ylng the truth of his story. Oontinu- 
ng, he eaid : 


"I liavo been around tho Horn nine 


times, but this was the roughest trip I 
ever experienced. We lost four men 
iver board in ft Rule off the Horn, and 
'aul Housing fell from tho topsail yard 
md was killed. We woro fourteen day a 
n making seven miles and drifted to 
Itu auuliiward. It wns nothing hut bad 
luck from the start to finish. Had the 
Jrala not been blown GOO miles out of 
her course it would have been all d&y 
with UB."

THE ATTACK OH THE ALLUNCA 


- DESCRIBED. 


"irst Oiilcer Corning, Who Was in 


Cliargo of the Ship, 


Warms Up. 


NEW YOIIK, March 15. — Although 
onor Muraga, tho Spanish minister at 
Washington, Bays that the story of n 
pan i eh man-of-war having fired on tho 
illianca of tho Colombian lino looks 
ito a sea serpent story, the officers of 
he ship, when seen this afternoon by 
ho Associated Press reporter, were very 
emphatic in their denunciations of tho 
attack. 


Tho first olflcer, Benjamin Corning, 


who was in charga of the ship, described 
he attack 
made on the American 


(earner by tho Spanish man-of-war, 
aying: "It does not matter what tho 
Spanish minister may think about it, 
tut I can tell you this is no fish story. 
Tho Allianca was about six leagues off 
he shore at 0.30 on the morning of 
March 8th. 


"I was not tho oillcer of the deck, as 
Ir. Russell was on tho bridge nnd the 
aptain was looking around. 
When 


about three miles off wo hoisted our cn- 
igp and dipped it three times and the 
oncoming steamer answered it with a 
imilur Biilute. 
Shortly afterwards I 


eeogn ized her to be a Spanish nmn-of- 
war. Wo kept on our course which was 
i little farther off land than usual, be- 
ng about three leagues from tho shore, 
was standing aft when we signalled 


and was very much surprised when the 
varship opened Ore on us. The first 
ihrce ahotB wore evidently blanks, na I 
iaw no sheila touch the water." First 
Jflicor Corning warmed up a > he related 
he Btory of the tiring, nnd said : 


"Now mind yon, we did not slow up; 


not a bit. We kept on our way. 
After 


iring the three blank eliota tho Spanish 
loat was in our wake about three miles 
off, and she 
muled her head to the 


eeward so as to let iei- guna hear on na, 
when she iircd three shots nt intervals 
of a quarter of an lour. Two of the 
ihells dropped '100 yards on our etar- 
loard quarter, and they landed tbe 
bird a similar distance on our port 
quarter. We kept going, and wo soon 
showed tho Spanish skipper a clean pair 
of heels. 


"In less than an hour after the fusil- 


ado wa lost sight of tho Spaniard and 
she seemed to he sulking about to bring 
us to a standstill. There ia no truth in 
lie statement that in our future voy- 
iges we are going to be armed, as there 
s no necessity for our doing so, for we 
can run away from any Spanish war 
ship afloat."

BIGGY REPEATS HIS CIIAltGBS 


rite Committee Decides to Report 


Proceedings and Await Further 


Instructions. 


SACKAUKNTO, March 15.— Investigation 


of the charges of corruption made by 
Senator Biggy against Senator Dunn and 
the alleged combine, began tonight bc- 
'ore a special committee consisting of 
Senators Simpson, Whitehurst, Smith, 
Aram and Sea well. 
When 
Senator 


Simpson rapped for order the small 
room of the senate juuicKiry committee 
was crowded to suffocation. 
Senator 


Biggy was there with hie lawyers, W. 
W. Foote and J. M. Nouges, and Dunn 
was there with his lawyer, Grove L. 
Jo ineon. 


Chairman Simpson read the Senate 


resolution ordering tlio investigation. 


Attorney Foote asked if any plan, had 


been mapped out. 


Simpson replied that it would be im- 


possible in the brief time in which the 
nvestitfation must bo finished to go out- 
side of tho simple charge made in Big- 
jy'a statement ngainst Dunn. 


"Do I understand you to eay that this 


is to bo u judicial and not au investigat- 
ing body?" asked Foote. 


"I did not say so. I don't know what 


you understand," responded Simpson. 
"I would not consider under this reso- 
lution that we could go beyond the 
c targe made against Dunn." 


After arguments as to the scope and 


authority of the special committee, Sen- 
ator Simpson na!d: "We will permit 
the investigation to proceed, and let you 
go on until we think you are going too 
far." 


"I think we ought to stop hero," said 


Senator Smith of Kern. "We will get 
where charges are made against all of 
us, and then have to stop without refu- 
tation. I think wo ought to report back 
and get further instructions from tho 
senate." 


After more talk it was agreed to have 


Senator Biggy go ahead and tell his 
story. This was dons. Btggy, looking 
pale and serious, was sworn, and pro- 
ceeded to give his statement, in sub- 
stance as already published. He told 
of Dunn asking him last session if ho 
proposed to go to Sacramento for his 
health, and then this session of Dunn 
coujinK nnd nuking him if ho proposed 
to he the fool he was last time. 


"This wntt on tho floor of the aonato. 


Ho eaid there would be twenty-three in 
tho combine and no ono would ever 
know— that some one else would handle 
the money. He said he made consider- 
able money last session while I did not 
make a cent. Ho mentioned the hills to 
ho voted for — tolo Miono, gas, water, rail- 
road and ten or twelve others, and said 
lut would get $8000 apiece tq vote for 
them," 


"Did 
you not," hero Interrupted 


Foote," at that time tell me of those 
things as well as Galvin Me Nab, Julius 
Kahn, Senators Gosford, McAllister and 
others?" 


Johnson objected to this question and 


Chairman Simpson and the whole com- 
mittee ruled Johnson out of order. 


Biggy told about having been offered 


at the session of 1803 $500 by SumUur 
Dunn for voting for Kings county divis- 


Thuil Attorney Johnson took n hand 


and asked Biggy tj nee t long, 


"Did you consider." asked Johnson, 


"that when Dunn asked you t^ go into 
the combine it was an attempt to bribe 
you?" 


"I considered it was improper influ- 


ence." 


Johnson repeated tho question a half 


dozen times before Biggy answered in 
t ifi negative. 


"Did yon consider," repeated John- 


son, "that when he asked you to vote 
for Kingn county div-sion ii was an at- 
tempt to bribe yon? When Dunn spoke 
about ^SODD waa not ho joking?" 


"lie wan not; ho was aerioua." 
"What business were you in when 


yo.i wero elected senator?" 


"I was driving for tho San Franuisco 


laundry." 


"And you bought an interest in the 


business after the lirst session?" 
."I did." 
Johnson's wicked emphasis in this 


questioning raised a laugh. 


Biggy said he voted against the Kings 


county division nnd afterwards refused 
to vote. 


"Did you receive any money corruptly 


at your first session?" asked Fonte, "or 
use any money received at tha legisla- 
ture to buy into the laundry company?" 


"I borrowed $120 tny first session. I 


never received ifl corruptly " 


Senator Dunn, beinc sworn, denied 


emphatically and ^.wholly having ever 
offered Biggy money to go into a com- 
bine or to vote for Kings county division 
or anything else. 


"Did you ever talk to anyone as to 


money for your vote?" asked Foote. 


Johnson objected. 
"I desire to show," said Foote, "that 


he Ihia had conversation with several 
persons recently. 
He told Mr. Halm, 


who was here for certain insurance 
measures, that he was not he-o for his 
health. . We contend that this ia cor- 
roborative evidence against Dunn and 
in support of Bijrgy's statement." 


The committee decided it waa, after 


arguments by opposing counsel. 


"Did you not;, in the senate cham- 


ber," 
asked Mr. Foote, "and two or 


three weeks ago, say to Mr. Kahn that 
if any of these insurance people wanted 
to beat these cinch' bills it would take 
money to doit?" 


"Mo, sir," said Dunn; "I never did 


at any time or place." . 


Julius Kahn of San Francisco testi- 


fied that he did not have such conversa- 
tion with Dunn two or three yeara ago. 
"I called Dunn aside and tofd him in- 
surance people were his constituents, 
and that ha ought to stand with them. 
Dunn said if they wanted bills passed 
or defeated let them pay for it."

A fine gold watch, identified as .one 
stolen from a lodging house in Fresno, 
was found, together with hundreds of 
yards of cloth of all textures, from lace 
LO jeans.

ihe stuff if he had known the house waa 
:o be searched. The otiiccrs set to work 
tt 5 a.m., rousing the lodgers, and Un- 
shed by 8 a.m. The Gen rich boy eaid

.rips to Los Angeles, Oakland and San 
fnuicisco, as well aa towns near by. 
This wag borne out by the fact that 
goods wero found with San Francisco 
cost, marks on them.

Does the 
interest on the note lie gave at the bank 
atop, now that tho house ia completed? 
If work is delayed and tbe houue not 
completed for eight months, does he pay 
any more interest? After hia note is 
once given, tlie interest runs day after 
day, whether tbe house i8 built or not. 
If he has a house in which to live 
without paying rent, it does not matter 
BO far as the interest ia concerned wheth- 
er his house is four or eight months 
building. So. it ia with this school dis- 
trict. 


While it may be conceded that there 


ia, at firat glance, some plausibility in 
Mr. Oummings' view of the case, he 
gives the whole thing away when he 
concedes that U tbe buiklor of tbe houae 
had to p»y rent pending the construc- 
tion of his new residence the 
mat- 


ter of accumulating interest might be 
considered. That being the case what 
matters it whether the man ia paying 
rent or not? He haa decided to build a 
boaee for reasons he deems sufficient, 
and if he fails to secure the use of his 
house at the time specified in the con- 
tract, the interest on the money be baa 
borrowed to pay for it actually, if not 
technically, increases the cost of tho 
house, for he is deprived of the consid- 
eration for which he is paying intercn. 


ThU IB exactly the case with the high 


•ctiool building. The taxpayers are get- 
ting no consideration for the interest 
they are paying on the money borrowed 
to build and «anip it, but if Mr. Oam- 
mingf and the majority of the school 
board prefer to count that money merely 
M a dead loss rather than an increase of 
coat of the building, we have not the 
slightest objection. That it will actually 
increase the cost incurred by tho dis- 
trict at the time the building ia com- 
pleted is evident, and that every dollar 
•o expended ia lost will only be denied 
by those who believe that long and un- 
•eoeMary delay ia a valuable considera- 
tion.

with a hearty good will, and all of which 
waa duly ratified by each convention. 
It was the consummation of tlio plans 
and schemes ot would-ho political lead- 
ers, who had agitated their brains for 
weeks prior to tho meeting of the two 
conventions; schemers who were ready 
to aucrUicu principle for vol«a in their 
greed for ollice. 


The statements contained in the above 


paragraph impart no new information 
to thu people hereabouts. Tho above 
fuels are well known. Then what about 
it? Some will aay that was till right. 
Possibly so; possibly not. Let us flee 
how it appears from a legal point of 
view. 


A bargain was inado, a written agree- 


ment; a contract was entered into by 
and between tho two committeaa and 
was reported to and ratified by tho two 
conventions. Pledges were made and 
inducements were offered lor votes. hi 
other words, valuable considerations in 
shape of promises of support and emolu- 
ments of office were offered. It will be 
remembered that the two conventions 
did not resolve themselves into one, but 
that each separately made the nomina- 
tions to which its party waa entitled by 
its contract. Each Indorsed the nomi- 
nations of the other and pledged the 
party support, thereby defining in clear 
aud unmistakable terms all the essen- 
tial elements of a bargain and sale. In 
short, it was an agreement to trade 
votes and oflicea, and to bestow patron- 
age. The two committees and tho two 
conventions stepped into the snare, 
whether wittingly or unwittingly matters 
not. It may bo all right and proper 
enough, but there is grave question 
whether such acts wore not in direct 
violation of tho purity of election law, 
an act of the legislature of February 23, 
1893. Attention ia especially directed to 
the'following: 


Sec 19, page 43 of atat, and amend, to 


the code of 1893: "It shall bo unlawful 
for any person, directly or indirectly, 
by himself or through any other person, 


"To give, offer, or promise any oflice, 


place, or employment, or promise to 
procure, or endeavor -to procure, any 
otlico, place, or employment for any 
voter, or to or for »ny other person, in 
order to induce such voter to vote, or ro- 
fruin from voting at uny election, or to 
induce any voter to vote or refrain from 
voting at such election for any particular 
person or persons.

claiming to represent, u political party 
or principle, or any club, society, or as

"its tost is increasing at thu rato of 
about $12 a day,"I do not know. If 
you mean that thu interest on the bonds 
of this Hcliool district "issued aud sold 
[or thu purposo of purchasing school 
lots, and building a hi^h school building 
and a ward echuol building and furnish- 
ing thu Kume with furniture and neces- 
sary apparatus and improving the school 
lots" ia about $12 a day, your statement 
is about correct. But if you moan to 
couvey the idea that the cost of tho high 
achool building is increasing by thu tie- 
lay in commencing its construction, or 
that thu interest on the bonds will bo 
in any way affected by tho time of com- 
pleting the building, then it ia not cor- 
rect. 


The contract for the construction of 


the building hag been lot for a certain 
sum. Tiiat sum is not increased or di- 
minished hy the delay. The bonds, or 
notes, of this district were sold for 
money with which to pay for the build* 
in£ anil other things enumerated above. 
They bear a certain rate of interest and 
run a certain number of years. Tho 
rate of interest does not change and the 
amount of interest is tho same every 
year until some of tho bonds become 
dim and aro paid. 


If the high school building was com- 


pleted now and occupied the interest 
would bo just tlio eamo that it is now. 
Thu Park avenue school house and out- 
building cost about $11,000. The chil- 
dren are occupying thut bouse now, but 
the interest on the $11,000 put into the 
buildings runs right on at the same rate 
it did before a shovel full of dirt was 
moved.

After his note ia once given, 
tho interest runs day after day whether 
tho house is built or not. If ho has n 
liouae in-which to live without paying 
rent, it does not matter so far as the in- 
terest is concerned whether hia house ia 
four or (tight months building. So it ia 
with this school district. Jt hits given 
its notes to run six, suvon, eight, nine 
and ten yeara, und tho completion of 
thu high school building will not hasten 
tho expiration of those jmrloiia, nor will 
this school district have to pay one cent 
more interest than it would if thu build- 
ing had been completed eight months 
atfo. It is true thu sooner the houao 
is built the sooner wo may have tho use 
of it, but it is not truo that UB cost is in- 
creasing. The high schools art: accom- 
modated now and aropayinc no rent.
